To Clean Hatching Eggs. 
If eggs, while

them, a basin of warm water at a tem­ 
perature of 103 degrees Fahrenheit 
should be used? but not above this, a 
little less being better than a greater 
degree. 
The eggs should be put into 
this water and the dirt gently removed 
after soaking and washing with the 
placed much nearer the eyes and hands, then dried with a cloth and put

accustomed to it. 
Horses fed silage as a portion of 
their ration consumed

grain,

pound, were sleeker and better fin­ 
ished than when fed on rations not 
containing silage.

Much Valuable Assistance Rendered 
by Off ce of Public Roads— Per­ 
ishable Products Wasted. 


Many of the model highway laws in 
various states have been prepared un­ 
ion the advice of the road experts of 
’he departm ent of 
agriculture, 
and 
•ill the data and statistic** of the office 
>f public roads are at tim disposal of 
the legislatures 
1 
In the last bulletin of the office of 
public roads It was stated that at the 
close of 1909. 8.06 per cent, of the 
roads in the United States were im­ 
proved 
This represents a gain in the 
total road mileage improved for the 
Ave year period. 1904-1909, of 1.52 per 
cent., or, In other 
words, the per­ 
centage o f’ improved 
roads has in- 
(•reased during this period from *.14 
to 8.66 per cent. 
Iii the three years that have elapsed 
since then, it is roughly estim ated 
th a t the percentage of improved roads 
has gone well beyond 9 per cent., and 
possibly clipse to to per cent. 
It is 
j estimated that if 20 per cent, of the 
public 
highways 
were 
i m p r o v e d - 
each highway being selected and im­ 
proved with a view to the proportion­ 
ate traffic upon it—a high degree of 
efficiency 
in highway 
I ra nsportat ion 
I would be reached. 
It is figured that 
millions of dollars would be saved an­ 
ni! illy in the transportation of crops, 
the wear and tear on horses and ve­ 
hicles. and in the minimizing of the 
waste in truck farming. 
W here roads 
ire bad. the farmers frequently find it 
impossible to get 
their products to 
the shipping points and thus perish­ 
able products are wasted, perceptibly 
increasing the cost of living.
